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Project Method—Does Work?

OES work?” This the question which 

many excellent and conscientious teachers are 
asking today concerning the project method. They 
have studied the theory, appears sound paper, 
and they believe the ideal method. However,

then tend repeat this activity the same plane, 
without advancing greater skill broader organ- 
Many teachers feel that this results the 
child’s failure much that capable doing 
and that his powers are going seed before reach- 
ing their full development. Moreover, the imita- 
tors who comprise the majority the group are 
copying poor examples work and not rise 
any higher levels ability. consequence the 
progress the entire class unjustifiably slow and’ 
many cases there actual retrogression ability. 
There are, moreover, some children who neither imi- 
tate nor initiate. What become them 
they are never directed nor required anything 
for one teacher see that thirty-five more chil- 
dren are all making proper progress when they are 
each one engaged different kind activity. 
These are criticisms honestly made conscien- 
tious and capable teachers who wish make the 
child’s hours school count for his best growth. 
They believe that creative self-activity with all its 


modern interpretation terms freedom, self- 
initiation, and whole-hearted purposefulness the 
ideal form education, but when they come the 
daily meeting all the problems indicated, they 
become discouraged and doubtful its practicabil- 
ity. They wonder if, after all, would not better 
for the teacher some the initiating. 

What are the answers all these difficulties? 
Believing thoroughly that the project method the 
ideal method education, have endeavored 
apply our public school kindergartens and first 
grades where have the usual public school en- 
rollment from thirty forty-five children 
room. the kindergarten have two teachers 
for that number but the first grades only one. 
have tried overcome the difficulties named 
organizing our day way which will offer oppor- 
tunity for self-adopted and also for partially directed 
activities. 

have each day period from thirty 
forty-five minutes which called the individual 
free activity period; another daily period from 
fifteen twenty minutes, called the observational 
period; and third period about thirty minutes, 
which devoted supervised manual activities 
various kinds: building, construction, drawing, cut- 
ting, sewing, etc. These three periods usually bear 
some relation each other regard the work 
undertaken each, and find that the projects 
are most successful when this correlation appears. 
There are, course, other periods devoted story- 
telling, dramatization, reading, music, and physical 
exercise, which activities also often become part 
the day’s projects. 

During the individual free activity period the 
children are free use any material they choose for 
any project which they wish develop. Some 
restrictions have been necessary, however, order 
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make this period fruitful one. While each child 
should free work out his own plans must 
not interfere with equal freedom for the others. 
With large group small room many conces- 
sions for the common welfare must made daily, 
and exercising this self-control and consideration 
for others, the child learning one the most valu- 
able lessons that the school can teach. One day, 
first grade group, part the children were endeav- 
oring develop vaudeville show and another 
group was dramatizing the fire department, while 
other individuals were occupied various activities. 
was soon apparent that the room was too small 
for the fire department and the theater oper- 
ating the same time. council all was 
called the teacher and was decided that the 
theater should have the right way for that day 
and that all would play fire another day. The plan- 
ning the theatrical performance started group 
project which offered many opportunities for social 
co-operation. 

Group projects have very satisfactory 
with large groups first grade children and also 
with advanced kindergarten children for number 
reasons, and has seemed wise for the teacher 
encourage such projects, the majority the chil- 
dren are quite ready for them. But, even though 
group project being carried on, those individ- 


uals who have other plans are allowed develop 


them during this free activity period. Often two 
distinct group projects are being carried the 
same time, one the boys, such block building 
construction, and another the girls, such 
the making cloth paper dresses for the dolls. 
The teacher’s part see which activities might 
develop into group projects and encourage and 
stimulate those which will prove fruitful, for 
must always remember that the teacher’s wise 
guidance which determines the result the project. 
She cannot eliminate herself entirely. She must 
ever watchful with both groups and individuals, 
encourage those activities which show possibilities 
value, and discourage those which she knows 
will lead bad habits. This fact seems have 
been misunderstood many who are trying this 
method teaching. 

selecting group project, the chief considera- 
tion choose one which has many phases pos- 
sibilities, that many children will find some 
point interest and each child will have oppor- 
tunity make individual contribution the 
common purpose. common purpose itself 


stimulus because suggests the children many 
related activities, such project building con- 


The doll’s house often suggests the securing 
food and coal supplies for the dolls the building 
dolls’ park playground. Other fruitful proj- 


house. 


ects are arranging party festival giving 
dramatic performance. many different things 
need provided such project that nearly 
every child will think something that can con- 
tribute. The making simple stage properties and 
costumes offers many possibilities. 

With group projects much easier for the 


teacher see that each child working purposefully 


than all are working individual and unrelated 
plans. Moreover, group projects usually carry over 
for number days, and when the teacher knows 
something what the next day’s purposes are be, 
possible for her introduce related activities 
which will clarify the children’s ideas and stimulate 
them further progress. she never knows what 
any child likely the following day, 
very difficult for her provide suitable materials 
introduce observational activities which will 
helpful them. 

have found, too, that when the projects are 
always individual the child tends follow.one line 
work and does not discover acquire ability 
other directions. When, however, the children are 
developing individual projects which show that they 
are progressing skill and power organize their 
thoughts and materials, they are given every en- 
couragement that type work. One first grade 
boy spent over week developing airplane, three 
feet long, from crude boards and various materials 
which picked home and other places. 
During that time was wholly uninterested any 
the other children’s projects. There are many 
days when nearly all the work individual and the 
teacher passes from one child another, praising 
and encouraging, or, where the work poor, lead- 
ing the child, means questions, criticize his 
work.

evident, therefore, that necessary for 
the teacher watch the free period carefully, select- 
ing her own mind those activities which show 
possibilities valuable development for both indi- 
viduals and groups, and the end the period 
gather all children together for discussion, criticism, 
and suggestions concerning the activities all. 
This part the work should never neglected, for 
the end this period the children should always 
looking forward some further progress their 
work. Dr. Kilpatrick strongly emphasizes, 
“The test the value any activity is: does 
lead growth; does leave the child equipped 
for anything else?”’ 

One day group first grade boys spent the 
entire free period folding numberless small paper 
soldier caps. They had use for them when fin- 
ished and the teacher rightly felt that they had very 
soon reached the point where the activity was value- 
less and they had become simply boisterous. She 
knew, however, that Washington’s birthday was ap- 
proaching and that soldier caps might well come into 
use that time. the boys were called together, 
asked how they might make. caps large enough 
wear, sent find suitable material, and told 
thinking how they might make other things soldiers 
would need. Thus the way was opened for the mak- 
ing costumes and the development patriotic 
celebration some kind. 

Sometimes even necessary tell child 
frankly that wasting his time and material and 
that must find something worth while do. 
Occasionally seems wise prohibit the use cer- 
tain materials for time, when they have been used 
too exclusively and progress with them has ceased, 
order that the child may gain skill other direc- 


tions, and that may not form the habit profit- 
less repetition and develop mental stagnation. 

The teacher leads best well chosen questions 
which arouse the children make their own criti- 
cisms and suggestions, and test their work see 
fulfills the purpose intended. the block barn 
large enough for the toy horse? Where will you 
put the food for the horse? you ever seen 
food Food mangers are not always famil- 
iar city children and the making one may re- 
quire trip real barn that observations may 
made. 

the daily observational period that the 
teacher endeavors form clear concepts the chil- 
dren’s minds means actual observations 
things related the various projects being carried 
on. Sometimes this period used for excursion 
some place interest, park, garden, store, 
factory. Sometimes spent hearing reports 
the children’s individual observations outside 
school, sometimes looking pictures objects 
relating the leading topics interest. Occasion- 
ally the teacher uses this period introduce new 
subject even though has not been suggested 
the children. However, she always careful, when 
doing this, choose one which she knows will 
closely related the child’s life and interests. For 
example, she may say: 

“Do you know what day coming 

Valentine’s 

saw valentines the store window.” 

“How could celebrate Valentine’s day 

Then the suggestions follow rapidly for the mak- 
ing valentines, trimming the room, having party, 
etc., and new project launched. Parties and 
festivals always appeal large group because 
they offer many opportunities for individual con- 
tributions the general purpose. Plenty time 
should allowed for the development such 
project. Two weeks are often none too long for the 
children really the planning themselves. 
even though they not themselves mention the 
approaching holiday, the teacher does well learn 
whether they have any interest the subject 
time avoid the rush and confusion trying 
develop celebration only two three days. 

The third period mentioned, devoted super- 
vised manual activities yarious kinds, the pe- 
riod when higher ideals workmanship are set for 
the entire group. plan have the work this 
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time related the activities either the free activ- 
ity the observational period both. Sometimes, 
however, the illustration story which has 
connection with any other period. The various 
group projects often call for the making number 
similar objects, such baskets for pop-corn 
party, candlesticks for table decorations, Eas- 
ter cards and envelopes. such case all the chil- 
dren are asked make the article any way they 
think best. When finished the articles are com- 
pared, suggestions offered, and detailed criticisms 
made the children and teacher. Then the chil- 
dren try again, improving their efforts but retaining 
their original designs. Individuality -design 
always encouraged. The working out such prob- 
lems gives the child opportunity compare his 
work with that similar nature, and acquire 
standard little beyond his previous one. does 
not, however, set before him perfect model, which 
expected copy and which his ability 
judged. goal set always: ‘‘Is this the best 
work each child capable doing today and 
improving steadily every 

Sometimes the teacher selects from the various 
activities the free period some problem which she 
feels would valuable for the whole group work 
on. She brings this into the observational period 
for discussion and suggestion, and then presents 
group problem the manual period. one 
class all the children had been interested sand 
table farm which number the class had been 
working. Some difficulty had been experienced 
making satisfactory windmill, all were asked 
experiment and the best was chosen place the 
farm. 

Perhaps number children have shown 
interest making paper houses and the teacher, 
knowing these will offer opportunities for good work 


construction, gives the entire class the making 
house common problem. This method re- 
quires every child make definite effort doing 
different types work, and this keeps his work well 
balanced and overcomes the tendency which many 
children show follow the line least resistance 
and engage only one kind activity. often 
leads him discover himself powers which had 
not known possessed. 

have not undertaken discuss here. The begin- 
ning reading often made the printing and 
reading signs the children’s stores, street cars, 
etc., made their building projects. little later, 
the children compose short stories about their vari- 
ous activities and the teacher writes them the 
board. The children delight reading these stories 
which they have made themselves. Some 
these are typed and placed books the children’s 
own making and they add illustrations crayon 
paper cutting. endeavor the beginning 
let the reading develop from the child’s other activ- 
ities and become part these projects, rather than 
develop the various projects from primer stories. 
Later, when the child has gained power read 
readily good stories books, naturally tends 
dramatize and illustrate these stories various 
ways, and finds the new material which they pre- 
sent very stimulating. 

Story-telling, dramatization, and physical exer- 
cises are sometimes part other projects but often 
are carried for their own sake, unrelated other 
activities. 

While are far from solving all the problems 
involved the project method, have found the 
methods here discussed helpful meeting the 
culties which every public school presents, large 
groups children one room under one teacher.

senting both the kindergarten and the primary 
grades, Mr. Will Wood, Commissioner Educa- 
tion for the state California, based all his 
theories and suggestions his belief that the next 
few years will see our entire school system reorgan- 
ized into series cycles, these cycles conform 
the periods child life covered. 

was interesting note the expressions alert 
interest and approval that came into the faces and 
the attitudes the members the audience when 
Mr. Wood gave his first cycle the 
unit. his talk progressed, setting forth 
some his ideas how the work the kinder- 
garten-primary unit will tempered and welded 
product the work now given the kindergar- 
ten and primary grades, and something the ways 
which the spirit and practices the kindergarten 
will influence and change the work the first, 
second, and third grades, possibly even the first half 
the fourth grade, and how the needs and practices 
the primary grades will turn influence and 
change the work the kindergarten, there were 
abundant evidences that kindergartners and primary 
teachers alike had been thinking much along these 
lines, that they were feeling deeply the need some 
such adjustment, and that they would eagerly lend 
themselves such changes thought, training, cur- 
ricula, and practices might needed make 
such adjustments. 

was keenly interested, not only the ideas and 
probable issues set forth Mr. Wood—which, 
the way, were sense radical even new, but 
rather careful, judicial summation man con- 
versant with school needs and school potentialities, 
man who authority educational organiza- 
tion and administration—but, perhaps even more, 
the ready attitude assent and affirmation 
the part those whose daily work would affected 
the putting into effect such ideas and such 
issues. 

with this idea mind that attempting 
something that may, doubtless will, call forth 
much protest from the conservative wing the 


kindergarten party, and may even bring out some- 
thing the quizzical from the radical progressive 
wing. 

But the one even the other let call 
mind few facts: 

This kindergarten-primary cycle its 
way, and every year there increasing demand 
for adjustments that will make for continuity work, 
which provide for continuity development 
accordingly. 

testing has opened the whole 
problem for study and solution. Every succeeding 
year sees also strengthening the movement 
determine entrance into the first grade psycho- 
logical rather than chronological basis. This 
simply means that our study children 
utilized, that our principles democracy are 
put into actual effect, and thus the individual 
given what needs, what ready for. 

just this point that the project method 
teaching comes our aid, with its remarkable 
scope its enriching and 
vitalizing school content connecting naturally 
and directly with out-of-school content, its motivat- 
ing necessary school activities, its 
the various school subjects and developing each 
its life relationships, and blending them into 

article recently published attention was 
called the fact that examination seventy 
courses study for city systems only nine were 
found that even mentioned kindergartens, though 
the kindergarten part the public school system 
each these cities. 

Yet, not all this due more reluctance 
the part kindergartners make use the terms 
ordinarily used the primary school rather than 
any lack adherence some definite plan pro- 
cedure? What kindergartner does not include 
her something the rudiments the cur- 
ricula the primary school? the games, the 
music, the drawing, the hand work, the literature, 
even the reading, the work done the kindergar- 
ten carries over directly into the grades. The founda- 
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tions laid here are unquestioned and immediate 
use there, and every kindergartner acknowledges 
and works gladly this end. 

However, must confess surprise, 
when, opening copy the new Colorado State 
Course Study Education, came directly upon 
division marked kindergarten, which included 
portion boldly labeled 

Evidently this state, some others in- 
vestigation showed me, the kindergarten-primary 
cycle already process development, and the 
way for the number work the first grade 
opened definite preliminary study the kin- 
dergarten, along with other subjects. 

Careful study current kindergarten literature 
and kindergarten procedure many our best 
schools has made feel that worth the while 
kindergarten and primary teachers and the adminis- 
trators that work with them consider this phase 
the situation detail—not with view increas- 
ing the amount number fact taught, necessarily, 
nor with view any sense formalizing the 
teaching that done, but rather for the purpose 
bringing about active consideration the kinder- 
gartner what may done this subject, and 
willing consciousness her part she does it. 

For the accomplishing this let make the 
following suggestions: 

That the kindergartner have mind 
definite course study (or program) number 
work, acknowledge such, and include its ful- 
fillment her planned efforts. 

That the method teaching form and num- 
ber work incidental, connection 
ects which will open opportunities for natural 
development thereof response felt need 
the part the pupils. 

through observation and possible 
practicable through mental testing such grouping 
pupils shall effected and maintained will allow 
for the grading these activities and hence the 
number taught suit the varying abilities and 
adaptabilities the pupils. 

That promoting pupils the first grade 
such records and such prognosis the child’s work 
shall passed the first grade teacher will 
aid her intelligent grouping and provide for 
continuous training and growth suited the child’s 
needs. 

And what shall the course study 
recent study various curricula for 
kindergarten, together with observations 


actual practice kindergartens, leads believe 
that but enumerating the usual things taught 
the following: 

Fundamental concepts form and num- 
ber, the handling and assorting the objects 
cubes, etc. 

Grouping and arranging these objects 
two’s and three’s. 

Separating these groups, building blocks, 

Counting the balls, building blocks, etc. 

Standards attainment vary, though there

Now some the conservatives are ready cry 
out that forgetting the true spirit the kinder- 
garten, going ask two things them: 

carefully over the work planned 
and carried Froebel; note his careful provisions 
for the teaching form and number, and his in- 
sistence that the foundations for the mathematics 
later life laid the use the gifts and occupa- 
tions the kindergarten. Or, the objection 
raised that many changes have necessarily taken 
place since Froebel’s time, then follow the evolution 
the kindergarten program through its three suc- 
cessive stages, wherein the first conception held 
child life its threefold relationship Nature, 
Man, and God, the determining factor, the 
second subordinated other things subject-matter, 
and the third, which recognizes the scope both 
these and makes effort build its subject-matter 
around the child, recognizing the unfolding the 
child life from its inner urge with the adopting and 
adapting increasingly complex outer environ- 
ment and through self-activity leading through the 
sensational and the perceptual the constructive, 
the investigative, and the expressive interpretation 
and use experience. 

Or, observe children from two three years 
age, through kindergarten age. Note the 
sense measure express itself connection with 
their instinct ownership they play with their 
toys; note the passing through what Gray calls the 
the one-toy, the two-toy, and the three-toy stage; 
note the comparing, the combining, the separating, 
and later the desire for counting toys, playmates, the 
various objects which come within the range their 
active experience. the light the foregoing, 
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withold the simple but accurate answering their 
qualitative and quantitative needs would 
hamper and retard, for they are constantly observ- 
ing, discriminating, and attempting classify objects 
their effort establish some kind rational 
relationship between objects and their personal and 
social needs. 

Read the following suggestive treatment 
the work, leading accomplishment the stand- 
ard attainment, consider this the light your 
own kindergarten experience, and you will agree that 
doing this the kindergartner merely 
the child do, with educational value, that which 
seeking and putting into practice 
Froebel’s belief that the child trying understand 
whatever imitates, and that play the germ 
work.

The children became enthusiastic, and presently 
one little girl, reaching out related experiences, 
announced almost reverently, 

“Yes, but sister the second grade can 
sing three, five, nine, seven—a full 
And finger and number names failed meet her 
need show how many songs the sister could sing, 
her eyes grew big, she looked around for help, then 
waved her hands out take the space about 
her. Nor was this all just grandiloquence, desire 


eclipse all her fellows, for when, the next 
afternoon, this sister was brought from the second 
grade sing for the children, and they were led 
the teacher count her songs, the visitor herself 
supplementing their knowledge upon occasion, the 
tots were almost pleased the number 
songs she could sing with the songs themselves, 
and were anxious use the number names con- 
nection therewith. 

agreed the teacher, ‘‘before very 
long will try this again, and see how many songs 
each will able sing and the idea 
carried over enthusiastically that much excellent 
number work grew out it, for later there were 
various accompaniments—the placing blocks 
slats represent the number songs putting 
bead the string for each, counting each 
comparing, and later making the figure that 
“stands the number. From week week 
was ever increasing joy them add their 
store knowledge, nor was their keen enjoyment 
the songs for the songs’ sake one whit less—indeed, 
the teacher declared she had never had class that 
took more interest music learned more readily, 
got more out the singing. 


II. Finger Plays

teacher—it takes care itself; however, the wise 
teacher will find many ways using these finger 
plays call out strengthen some point she 
wishes make. 


III. Rhymes and Rhythms 


These may well made point early the 
session, for the delight which the rhyme and 
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rhythm give, the number names and the sequence 
the number names are learned without conscious 
effort, and will serve the small learner good stead 
later when will need fix his attention real 
number thought, grouping, uniting, separating— 
actually dealing with number ideas and number 
processes. 

The children’s own nursery rhymes, and the 
jingles and nonsense verses children frequently use, 
sometimes invent, their play serve the best 
introductions. reinforce these with some form 
activity—clapping, jumping, bouncing ball, etc. 
—as circumstance suggests, makes them doubly 
valuable.

The Beginnings Reading

psychological approach the teaching 

beginning reading made when the child 
shows desire read. has been wisely said that 
child educates himself his own adventure 
purposes for himself. Purpose insures indepen- 
dent thinking, initiative, judgment, weighing 
values, and organization material. The relation- 
ship purpose the teaching beginning reading 
obvious. insures meaning the child, pro- 
motes self-teaching. After this first step taken, 
waste prevented because the child eagerly absorbs 
all subject-matter given him. 

The desire read depends upon proper stimula- 
tion. Usually the conditions the child’s social 
environment previous his school experience stimu- 
late his desire read. sees his father reading 
books, magazines, and newspapers home. 
goes shopping with his mother and sees her reading 
grocery labels and prices. His big brother takes him 
the circus the street car labeled ‘‘Fair 
and upon their arrival the grounds, his wise 
brother reads and enters. 

Not every child, however, comes school with 
the desire read. This especially true the 
foreign child. the duty the teacher offer 
proper stimulation until indicates some way 
his desire. This does not mean that the teacher 
justified withholding the first reading lessons 
means that the 
teacher must wait until she has stimulated the 
child that shows his general attitude toward 
reading material that desires read. 

the kindergarten the child finds his chair 
labeled with his name, and absorbs the connection 
between the symbol and the idea. Other articles 
furniture the room and objects about the room 
should labeled soon child feels the need 
it. 

the kindergarten reading tables, the children 
find picture books. These pictures stimulate the 
desire the part the children make their own.

The work continued this way for six weeks. 
Three four new sentences were introduced every 
two days. Words were repeated over and over, 
but new combinations, forming riddles, records, 
and games.

reading, the children were ready read from easy 
primers.

The teacher 
must keep constantly her mind the thought that 
reading must purposeful thought getting process 
and that real efficiency comprehension demands 
the ability read rapidly.

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Kindergarten for the Blind 


Beatrice Vivian 


AVE you ever seen blind child? 

Have you ever noticed the attitude parents 
toward blind child their home? 

Have you ever visited school for the blind 
where there was kindergarten department? 

you have seen blind child, perhaps aside 
from experiencing chilling, quivering sensation 
pity, thought him was soon dismissed with 
shrug the shoulders, and remark this effect: 
“Poor little baby, wonder what caused his blind- 
ness? Such awful affliction! What does life 
hold for 

the time accepted position the Cali- 
fornia State School for the Deaf and Blind, had 
never seen blind child. 

had never been home where there was such 
child, but the past year and half have had 
opportunity notice with interest the parents’ 
attitude home toward their afflicted babes. The 


parents, most cases, consumed with great love 


for their child and natural desire all they can 
make things easier for him, wait upon him hand 
and foot, everything for him—feed him, dress 
him, lead him around. Although they mean this 
the greatest kindness, they are doing that child 
great harm. 

The first time visited school for the blind 
was when became teacher special class 
the state school Berkeley. 

was intensely interested all the pupils and 
their work. (Braille, arithmetic, slates, etc., were 
entirely new me.) was interested from the 
high school department down the primary. 

The first thing noticed was the physical condi- 
tion these children, big and little. They seemed 
also that although they were learning reading, writ- 
ing, arithmetic, etc., something 
Oh, big something seemed lacking! puzzled 
out. foundation they needed. Something that 
would start them out right. But what should that 
foundation be! 

kindergarten, course! 

These blind children the elementary and high 
school, for the most part, had mannerisms that were 
displeasing, such wrinkling the nose and forehead, 


twisting the mouth, and continually twitching the 
fingers. Why? Because they had never been able 
see themselves each other, were nervous the 
utmost degree, lacked proper exercise build 
them physically, and had never received proper 
correction when small. 

Most the children were able get about 
well that the casual observer would not know they 
were blind. But others were very awkward and 
groped around feeling their way. Some children 
struck right out, unafraid, and walked anywhere, 
down stairs, and maintained fine sense direc- 
tion. Others were timid and seemed have 
idea direction. These children undoubtedly came 
from homes where parents did everything for them 
they were rendered almost helpless. Some were 
from homes where one bothered teach them. 

The place correct this timidity, teach direc- 
tion and The kindergarten! 

While these little children had been taught the 
correct use slate and stylus and knew how 
read and write Braille beautifully, they knew almost 
nothing about hand work, nor could they any- 
thing average child could do. Yes, they studied 
basketry and sloyd later on, sure, with fairly 
good results, but how much easier would for 
the instructors industrial arts well the chil- 
dren, they were taught use their hands skill- 
fully when small. The place begin was surely 
the kindergarten! 

They all had opportunity study music, 
few had any idea rhythmic expression. 
Games, folk dances, and rhythmic plays were un- 
known. kindergarten would develop rhythms! 

What deplorable lack spontaneity and initia- 
tive noticed! What benefit kindergarten 
would for these children! Just think! Mother 
Goose, that you and grew with, many cases, 
was unheard of; lack appreciation for the good 
old stories like Red Riding Hood and The Three Bears 
was manifest, play spirit was minus quantity. 

lay awake night wondering had the abil- 
ity promote kindergarten successfully and give 
the blind children the start they needed. had 
certificate from the kindergarten department the 
State Normal School San José and path 
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duty seemed open before me. had 
earnest conversation with Mr. Chapman, head 
teacher for the blind, and secured his hearty co-oper- 
ation. made plans which were indorsed Mr. 
Milligan, who was then principal the school. 
temporary room was given me, number little 
blind children were selected from the first, second, 
and third grades form class; and began 
kindergarten work with materials save eighteen 
little chairs and piano. 

Two hours the morning and one the after- 
noon were devoted the kindergarten, the rest 
time being given the special class. While 
awaiting the arrival materials and the filling 
out supply orders gave attention teaching 
rhythms, songs, stories, games, and dramatizations. 
This sounds simple but was hard, uphill work, re- 
quiring every ounce strength and patience pos- 
sessed. 

Children who came from homes where parents 
waited upon them absolutely were almost helpless. 
had several little ones who could not walk three 
steps alone. was necessary teach these chil- 
dren walk before began anything else. 

would take too long into detail and re- 
count step step the methods employed teach 
these children, but eventually every child class 
learned walk, run, skip, march, gallop, swing, jump 
rope, play skating, giant, squirrel, fairy, etc.—to 
music. the skip was probably the most 
difficult for the greatest number. First skip was 
played the piano, but there was response 
the music. Then skipped across the floor. After 
hesitation, little girl, partially blind, 
stepped out the circle and skipped around 
naturally though she had always known how. 
But reach the They heard 
the our feet made, and, tugn, 
tried move they could reproduce that 
with their feet. After several attempts, one 
two, who responded naturally music, were able 
skip awkwardly. But with most them was 
necessary get down the floor and feel the posi- 
tion feet skipped. last the skip was 
conquered and how they enjoyed doing it! What 
effort was learn the skip but the joy the 
doing was reward for the effort! 

gain muscular control the hand taught 
finger plays. was not easy. could not say, 
was doing. had each child, put his hand 
the position required, and teach him the finger 
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play. Some little fingers went limp, others became 
too tense. had show each child not once, but 
eight ten times, and that every day! the time 
taught finger plays thirty children felt 
though has accomplished something. 

course did not keep one thing steadily 
was necessary tire the child who was learn- 
ing, and also necessary keep the interest the 
group. Remember, while teaching one child there 
were twenty-nine others who were not interested 
what that one was learning because they could not 
see what was doing. 

Story time was eagerly looked forward to. The 
children loved it—so did revel telling stories. 
the very first, encountered little difficulty 
getting them interested. had group children 
assorted ages and sizes; they were new me, 
was new them. wished tell story that 
would engage the interest all, chose The Three 
Bears. heard one child say: old story—I 
don’t want hear The older ones did not 
want hear it—‘‘too Others had never 
heard it. said, you have never heard 
told just the way going tell knew that 
had normal children deal with, just soon 


said “Once upon would have their 


big-eyed attention. But was not sure about 
blind children. was though the success the 
kindergarten depended upon their liking the story, 
told with all heart. made the big bear 
speak with the biggest voice; mamma bear spoke 
with middle-sized voice, and teeny, weeny baby 
bear with the teeniest, weeniest baby voice. When 
the big bear growled, made him growl, and when 
the baby bear cried made him weep. fact, the 
matron came running in, thinking some one was 
really crying—and she remained hear the story. 
had the children the palm hand. They 
liked the story they liked me, and felt had con- 
quered. From then on, story time became very 
popular and other children dropped hear sto- 
ries the kindergarten. 

With first story for the blind, learned some- 
thing invaluable me. When dealing with normal 
children depended great deal upon facial expres- 
sion telling stories, conveying surprise, joy, 
annoyance, etc. Facial expression was little use 
with the blind. depended upon vocal expression 
reach them, although always used facial expres- 
sion because was necessary for act the part 
order make voice its duty and convey 
the blind what wished them get. 
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for two months ran little kindergarten 
sans material, sans everything except children, 
teacher, and fund enthusiasm, interest, and 
love. took long walks, played the lawn, tried 
recitation bit, dramatized stories, exam- 
ined grasshoppers, flies, butterflies, birds, and every 
living thing could get hands on, for little nature 
study lessons. 

The next year began our kindergarten with 
renewed zest. moved from our temporary room 
room all our own. fixed this with little

dren are interested seeing things. are the 
blind. brought things school for them see. 
(Of course they cannot see, they feel, but they always 
speak seeing.) How could blind child ever 
have any conception form, size, appearance 
rabbit, chicken, puppy unless these creatures 
had been felt? These object lessons were carried 
over into table work. 

Normal children are interested doing 
things. are the blind. did best provide 
the blind children with opportunity things 
that would educate them. 
blocks, which our big blind boys made and children 
worked out all kinds projects, such farms, rail- 
road stations, and stores. They also learned 
build furniture, doll houses, and many other things 
they could play with. 


all know that normal 


children are interested talking 
about things. are the blind. was duty 
fill their minds with the best and create happy 
environments. gain this end took them 
excursions the park rabbits chick- 
ens. After such trips they bubbled over with con- 
versation. The songs and stories chose added 
their vocabulary. 

Normal children are interested playing 
about things. are the blind. They played 
soldier, horse, farmer, doctor, show, and many other 
things. They imitated birds, animals, and people. 

Now going say something that will sur- 
prise good many kindergartners. After taught 
the children cutting, folding, weaving, handling 
blocks, and use clay, allowed free play. 
worked out splendidly. Most people, without con- 
sidering, would think that would necessarily have 
employ use dictation. 

There was question discipline. room 
was order dominated happiness. The children, 
these little blind people who could not thing 
but read and write when the kindergarten began, 
sat the tables employed with the making paper 
dolls, doll furniture, wagons and clay modeling, and 
sang, actually sang, while they worked. sang! 
were all happy; were all learning something, 
and were all filled with the joy achieving, glad 
alive! From this feeling freedom came many 
results which valued. Songs were composed 
the children, games and plays were developed, poems 
were made up, original music was adapted moods, 
and original results were produced hand work. 
All this from those helpless little people who filled 
heart with pity only year and half ago! 

The pioneering was hard but was worth while. 
satisfied that kindergarten supplied and 
supplying that lack, that indefinable something 
which puzzled when first entered the Cali- 
fornia State School for the Deaf and Blind.

Such mother teacher inspires 
high ideals, helping her children and through 
her enthusiasm, belief them, her fund knowl- 
edge, and her home touch the room house.

The keynote have 
striven for serene, normal, happy way living 
together which will develop bodies and minds and 
fit the children mentally, physically, and spiritually 
for the parts they are play their world. 

When home school home run along sane 
motherly lines, extreme cases discipline are very 
rare and there develop friendliness and faith 
that work wonders.

self, attitude toward government. other words, 
all the things that the make-up character 
are invisibly forming. Teachers, said, must 
learn take care these associated ideas. 
the learning that counts.” 

second lecture Professor Kilpatrick con- 
sidered Difficulties and Dangers. this talk 
frankly handled all the objections Project which 
the average teacher has suggested and many more 
beside. full report this phase the subject 
may read the September number Teachers 
College Record (1921).

Report Child Study Committee 


the problem suggested the pre- 
vious Committee Child Study, this com- 
mittee began last year investigation the spon- 
taneous drawings children. The problem assumed 
three distinct phases—first, examination into the 
subjects chosen the children, the hope that 
this might throw some light upon their trends 
interest; second, the construction series scales, 
similar the scales for handwriting and English 
composition, for the more accurate measurement 
children’s abilities drawing; and, third, the appli- 
cation the scales the solution several sub- 
sidiary problems—the establishment certain norms 
for drawing the several ages and groups consid- 
ered, the discovery possible correlations between 
ability drawing and general intelligence, attend- 
ance kindergarten, etc. 

The first the task has been completed, 
and brief résumé the results presented, the 
material being too extensive for full report. 

initial problem consisted the accumula- 
tion material suited our needs. Letters were 
written thirty-three cities, asking co-operation 
the collection drawings from kindergartens, first 
and second grades. Twenty-six cities responded 
favorably, and the committee acknowledges with 
sincere appreciation the generous assistance given 
superintendents, supervisors, and the large num- 
ber teachers without efforts this study 
would have been impossible. 

Typewritten directions were issued each city 
sufficient number for each co-operating teacher. 
Every child was provided with drawing paper, 
structions were then given that each child 
should draw exactly what wished, being careful 
not allow any one know what drew. The 
teacher, collecting the papers, wrote the back 
each one the age and sex the child and the list 
subjects drawn. Each set was then labeled with 
the name the city and the grade, that com- 
plete record was kept each drawing. 

other restrictions were imposed, except the 
two upon color and size. these, the first was 
made necessary order that the drawings might 
serve for the construction the scales. The ele- 
ment color complicating factor which would 
add greatly the difficulty evaluating the draw- 
ings. nice use color may conceal many crudi- 
ties form, and the other hand, faulty coloring 
may detract from well constructed form. there- 
fore seemed advisable eliminate color from the 
present investigation, although with keen realiza- 
tion that plays important part the present 
use drawing, and that its investigation offers 
worthy field for future study. 

The restriction upon the size the paper was 
deliberately made for practical reasons, although 
the committee was fully conscious the present 
tendency toward very large material, with its hygi- 


enic and psychological significance. However, 
handling the large mass material necessary for 
scientific thoroughness, was thought that even 
inch paper would prove unwieldy. While 
these two restrictions undoubtedly proved limita- 
tions upon the spontaneity some children, the 
results the whole have been most satisfactory 
for our purposes. 

considerable number drawings larger size 
and unrestricted color have been received—enough, 
fact, suggest the conclusion that merit draw- 
ing dependent upon neither color nor size. This 
statement not understood justifying the 
habitual elimination color, the use hygienic- 
ally questionable dimensions—or having scientific 
accuracy.

Returning the classification, some explanation 
necessary, most the groups are far more com- 
prehensive than the names imply. For instance, 
geographical ideas include rivers, lakes, mountains, 
hills, and roads; clothing covers jewelry and eye- 
glasses. Receptacles include boxes, baskets, gar- 
bage cans, and pocketbooks. Tools denote toilet 
and household utensils, farm implements, guns and 
cannon, well all types machinery. Under 
miscellaneous nature are classed all natural objects 
not placed elsewhere—bird’s nests, spider webs, hay- 
stacks, stones, etc. Sky, etc., cover water, clouds, 
rain, snow, and aurora borealis. Toys include all 
materials for games and all play apparatus; golf 
clubs, seesaws, skiis, and skates. Vehicles denote 
sleds and doll buggies well aeroplanes and wag- 
ons. Furniture elastic enough take all house 
furnishings, such tablecloths, pillows, and rugs. 
Under buildings are listed hospitals, churches, jails, 
dog kennels, fences, and windmills. Miscellaneous 
includes all articles not listed elsewhere—a long and 
varied category, telegraph poles, valentines, 
squares, firecrackers, handcuffs, tooth paste, wish- 
bone, blood and muscles, funny,”’ etc.

The interest people and buildings not sur- 
prising.

and vegetables, tools, receptacles, toys (reaching its 
maximum five years), clothing, foods, and design. 
Fairly constant throughout are sun, moon and stars, 
flowers, and vehicles. Drawings children and 
furniture seem reach their maximum six, de- 
clining thereafter. Compositions increase markedly 
importance from year year. 

Sex differences, though not large amount, 
except two instances, appear with striking con- 
stancy every age and every city. Those which 
are most frequent have been selected for presenta- 
tion the accompanying graph. 

will seen that boys draw adults more fre- 
quently than children, and incline toward special 
characters dramatic and social interest—Lincoln, 
Charlie Chaplin, motorman, robber, etc.; while 
girls tend toWard the portrayal children more 
than adults, and generic rather than individual 
characters. There slight majority for girls 
the drawing forms from nature (31.3 per cent 
chiefly fruits and flowers, while 
the boys lead animals, both domestic and wild. 
The domestic interest girls shown their pref- 
erence for furniture and dishes, while the mechanical 
interest boys manifests itself marked prefer- 
ence for vehicles and machinery. While the per- 
centage flags low for both sexes, steadily 
favor the boys. Thus there from the beginning 
school life trend among the boys toward adult 
social and industrial interests and mechanics; while 
among the girls the trend seems toward domes- 
tic things and toward the concerns childhood— 
toys and other children. 

The same trend appears the compositions 
which have been treated separately. Classifying 
them into four groups, they stand follows:
